Stauffer Company to Erect

WILMINGTON JOURNAL
Construction of the new $760,000 

chemical plant just north or WII- 
mtngton win be started Immediate­ 
ly by the Stauffer Chemical com­ 
pany of Los Angeles. The plans 
for the new Wilmington Industry 
 were divulged today by John Stauf- 

'fer Jr., manager of the company.
This factory, which will consist 

ot six buildings, will manufacture 
chemicals used by oil refineries. It 
will be located on a twenty-acre 
site at Watson station near the 
Shell Oil company refinery.

Several contracts already have 
been awarded In connection with 
the construction of the buildings. 
These include two awarded to the 
Llewellyn Iron Works of Los An­ 
geles.- Other contracts will be 
awarded at once.

All buildings will be of rein­ 
forced steel and brick construction. 
The group will Include an adminis­ 
tration building, a garage, caustic 
acids buildings and three other 
factory units as well as . several 
large storage tanks. The largest 
structure will be 75x150 feet. Others 
will be 75x100 and 75x75.

Arrangements have been made 
with the Pacific Electric Railroad 
to build 6000 feet of spur track to 
serve the plant.

The rapid growth of. the com­ 
pany's business, which has out­ 
grown the Los Angeles plant, Is 
responsible for this new building 

. program, according to company of-' 
flcla^i.
